two or three afternoons each week at 
the base ball jmrk, where he posed as 
a pitcher of

After 
having 
been 
in Greensburg about 
a month, one Saturday evening he 
went to Clarence Donnell and asked j 
him to endorse a check for $22 on the : 
Rush County National Bank, payable j 
to Elmer Smith and signed F. A. Capp. 
j 
at the same time pnting up a story to 
the effect that he had obtained the j 
check as payment for wages due him j 
while working in Rushville. Clarence | 
knowing Mr. Capp well, and having; 
no reason to doubt Sterritt, at once 
accommodated

by placing his

Sterritt 
thanking him for the favor and leav­ 
ing.

Mr. W itte explained that Mr. Takahira 


in Korea, she was willing to get ou t of 
Manchu ria, bag and baggage, and com­ 
mit herself to the recognition of Chi­ 
na's Integrity and the policy of the 
“open door.”
